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Chartrand defiant 

MONTREAL (CUP) - Out of jail for the firet time in four 
months, a bearded Michel Oiattrand said he will carry on as be- 
fore in his "fight against imperialism." 

Chartrand. who was rel«ised on ball Tuesday, told reporters 
in the lobby of the Quebec Provindal Police Headquarters: "The 
labour movement must becomiç, increasingly politicized so that 
one day the people wlir democratically wrest power from the 
Ottawa and Quebec puppets of US Imperialism." 

Chartrand. 53, is president of the Montreal Council of the 
Confederation of National Trade Unions. 

Chartrand said the Quebec and Canadian governments are, 
like those of fascist Spain and the mllitaiy rulers of Greece "be- 
cause they jail their intellectuals and poets. ...'^ 

When asked what he would do after His release, Chartrand 
said: "I'll make love to my wife Simone, and then I'll continue 
screaming against injustice." 

One of the condittons set by Judge Roger Ouimer in granting 
bail was that Chartrand would be "cautious" about political state- 
ments. I ■ 

Asked.what he would do about the judge's advice, Chartrand 
said: "Being cautious; niieans doing everything short of killing 
people... being cautious is being aggressive in order to rectify 
society's Ills."

It is this factor that is a major 
reason for the high standard of 
living in this country. 

He. informed the audience that 
the Canadian Shield is being 
heavily explored. The only prob- 
lem is transportation costs vhich 
account for 50 percent of the 
total costs of mining operations.

The resulting decentraliation, 
of power which Watklns foresees, 
would enable the worker to have 
a more direct s^ In his economic 
destiny. 

As it is now, the average ci- 
tizen is "disenfranchislzed re- 
lative to the giant multinational 
corporation" because of the "hi- 
erarchlal and ■. authoritative 
structure of corporate decision- 
making." 

Several members of the au- 
dience raised the point that Ca- 
nadians would have to sacrifice 
their standard of living in order 
to gain economic Independence. 
Watklns took issue vrith the ine- 
vitability of this generally-held 
assumption. He also cited a re- 
cently-taken Gallup poll which 
indicated that a majority of Ca- 
nadians would be willing to for- 
sake higher pofential standard 
of living to be free of US econo- 
mic dorninatlon.
